Dear Si,— 


This Being an age of improvement when 
enterprises of a beneficial nature are having 
a tendency towards the advancement of = 
‘new country like ours, cannot fail but to

Last Wednesday's Globe cxntains the ac. 
count of two railway accidents, one on tho 
Grand Trunk and the other on the Great 
Western. The former is headed “accident 
on the Grand Trunk,” and exaggerated 
statements are mude concerning what was 
really a very tridling aifair.

RIFLE SHOOTING. 


It is related by a newspaper correspon: 
dent, that dunng the late war when the 
victorious Germans were advanciog upon 
Paris, Gambetta issued a- spirit stirring 
proclamation calling upon the peasants to 
rally in defence of their hearths and homes, 
and Chasseyot rifles and other arms of 
precision wore distributed among the 
people. ‘The peasants were as patriotic, 
fand possibly as brave as their ancestors 
wore in the days of Napoleon or the Grund 
Monaryue, but Monsieur Gambetta forgot 
one thing, namely, that the French people 
hai not been trustedwith military weapons 
and consequently knew nothing whatever 
of the use of Chassepot rifles. The 
result was that’ «when the 
peasants received those complicated lire- 
armsghey not galy did not know how to use 
then, bat in many cases were positively 
afraid to handle them, and deposited them 
uncler their beds and in other out of the way 
places for safe keeping. When the German 
slvance guard appeared and demanded 
that all weapons should be delivered up, 
the peasants were only too glad to be rid 
of rifles which they were unable to use and 
regarded with some degree of dread.

ll its important features. Supposing in 
every town and village in France there 


have bea able to have accomplished what 
they did, or that they would have attempt- 
ed to impose such humiliating terms upon 
the French as they have done?

THE CANADA CENTRAL EXTENSION.

‘Three of 
the proposed roads are intended to serve 
the @ttawa country. First we have the 
Moztreal and Ottawa junction from Co- 
teau to this city ; then there is the exten- 
sion of the Canada Central trom Sand 
Point to Pembroke; and last, but not 
least, the North Shore Railway, the object 
‘of which is, not only to connect the poli- 
tical and commercial capitals of the Domi- 
tion, bat to open up a new section of 
country, rich in lineral abd other re- 
sources, and to provide for the sol- 
flement of an extensive territory, 
which without the North Shore Railway 
must for years at all events remain barren 
‘and unproductive. To all these enter- 
prises the people of this city and country 
‘must winh well; each of them is certain 
to promote our prosperity and. to increase 
the value of property in this neighbour. 
hhood, but there is nune which, just now 
requires to be pushed on with so much 
Vigour and energy as the Canada Central 
extension line. 

The trade of the Valley of the Ottawa is 
‘every year increasing in value, and is as- 
‘samiog such large proportions that the 
people of Kingston have been tempted to 
take steps with = view to 
tho immediate construction _of 
line to Pembroke, and so obtaining the 
control of, at all events, a considerable | 
portion of this trade. We do not blame 
the Kingston people for doing so ; on the 
contrary, we cannot but admire the enter- 
prise which they have displayed.

Let us get the line 
built and the command of the Upper Ot. 
tawa trade secured, and we may rely upon 
it that the erection of a commodious central 
station for the use of all roads running 
into Ottara, will speedily follow,

IMPORTANT RAILWAY MEETING AT 
PEMBROKE. 


‘The Canada Central Railway Company 
hhave, for some time past, had under con: 
sideration the extension of their line west- 
ward to Renfrew, Pembroke, and the 
Upper Ottawa; and » Committee of the 
Board of Directors, consisting of the Presi- 
dent of the Road, the Hon. J. J.C. Abbott, 
the Hon. A. T, Foster, and Mr. Redhead, 
Was appointed to give that important sub- 
Ject their special attention. Those gentle 
‘men warmly approved of the extension of 
the line westward. and recommended its 
construction 40 soon as tho localities in- 
tended gave the proposed subsidies to the 
road. The village of Renfrew and the ad- 
Joining Municipalities have agreed to their 
‘share of the bonus, and there is every rea 
‘ton to hope that the construction of the 
line to that point will be undertaken im. 
mediately. "As the County Council of the 
County of Renfrew wore engaged this week 
at their June sitings, the Directors of the 
Canada Central availed themselves of the 
‘opportunity to proceed to Pembroke, and 
discuss the subject of the extension with 
the Council. They were accompanied by 
the Mayor of Ottawa, Joha Rochester, 
Eaq.; C. W. Bangs, and J. O'Connor, Bags , 
Aldermen of the city. 

On arrival at Pembroke they found the 
Council were being waited on by © 
large deputation from Kingston 
consisting of the members’ for Frontense 
‘and Kingston, the Warden of the county 
of Frontenac, Jas. O'Reilly, Esq., and a 


"| large number of the leading and influential 


merchants of Kingston. The object of 
those gentlemen was to offer the people of 
Pembroke and the Upper Ottawa, an out. 
lot for their important trade at Kingston. 
It was urged by them that the lamber 
traffic could then go south of Kingston and 
then via Cape Vincent or Oswego to 
Albany and New York, and they were pre- 
pared to offer large bonuses in aid’ of the 
‘enterprise, The trade of the Upper Ot- 


| tawe would thas be diverted from its na- 


tural outlet at Ottawa and Montreal, to 
Kingston, Toronto and New York. ‘The 
Directors; of the C.C.R. on the otber 
‘band pressed the Council (o join with 
them in building the line eastward, and 
connect with the Northern Colonjaation 
Road ria theC. C., and seek the natural 
Oatled at Ottawa and Montreal. From 
the apathy of our friends in Montreal in 
contructing the Northern Colonization 
Road, we fear they ate allowing the most 
‘Yaluable trade in Canada, to be diverted 
from their city. The Toronto and ,Nipis- 
sing Road is repidly penetrating the in- 
terior, and now Kingston, that has so loog 
slumbered, is making an earnest effort to 
tap the trade at Pembroke, now the cen- 
tre of the great lumber operations of the 
Ottawa River. 

‘Toronto is fast becoming a great railway 
‘centre. Not only the city itself is contri- 
buting large subsidies to aid the various 
lines converging there, but merchants are 
subscribing their tens of thousands 
in support of railway enterpriaes. 
IfMontesal and Ottawa oan afford to re- 
main inactive, we fear they will discover 
‘when ,too late that they bave lost the
